WASHINGTON, April 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today that the 


war production program was work- 
ing out extremely well and hinted 


that another program might be 
piled on top of this one which was 
called fantastic last January. He 
acknowledged that a shortage of 
steel plate had slowed down ship- 
ping and tank construction. 


In his annual message to Con- 
gress on Jan. 6, the President set 
forth a schedule calling for a pro- 
duction in 1942 and 1943 of 185,000 
planes, 120,000 tanks, 55,000 anti- 
aircraft guns and 18 milion tons of 
commercial shipping. 

The intimation that these tre- 
mendous goals might be expanded 
to assure a United Nations victory 
came when he was asked at a 
press conference whether he 
thought steel plants now . being 
built or expanded would increase 
capacity sufficiently to meet all re- 
quirements. 

No, he replied, he couldn’t say 
that because there might be. an- 
other program by the time the ex- 
pansions and new plants are com- 
pleted. 

Asked if there were plans for 
“revitalizing” shipping production, 
the chief executive said that every- 
body was working on that at pres- 
ent, but that bread could not be 
made without flour, meaning ap- 
parently that ship production could 
not be stepped up until adequate 
supplies of steel were available. 


Too Much Civilian Steel. 


Although many new steel mills 
are under construction and other 
mills are being converted to turn 
out new sizes and shapes, steel pro- 
duction is not coming along as fast 
as it should, the President said. 


The President said that in his 
opinion too much steel had been 
diverted to civilian use, but he 
added that production officials had 
assured him that the steel now al- 
lotted under priorities would be 
used only for ultimate war work. 

Scrap steel, the President assert- 
ed, presented no serious problem, 
and he boasted that he had pointed 
out to War Production officials 
that plenty of scrap steel could be 
Obtained by tearing up unused 
railroad sidings. When he made 
this suggestion, he said, officials 
admitted that they had not thought 
of this. 

The President heartily indorsed

US. WAR SPENDING 
UP T0690 MILLION 
AWEEK ANDRISIN 


Schedule Revised Upward 
to 28 Billions in This 
Fiscal Year, 70 Billions 
in the Next. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP).— 
New figures on war spending came 
from Budget Director Harold D. 
Smith today, who reported that 


the program had been speeded up 
to 28 billion dollars this fiscal year 
and to 70 billion dollars in the 
next fiscal year beginning July 1. 
Attributing these revised figures 
to -a better-than-expected rate of 


war production, Smith said they 
compared with previous estimates 
of 26 billion dollars for the current 
fiscal year, which ends June 30, 
and‘56 billion dollars for the next 
year. 

Smith said weekly cash outlays 
for war already have increased 
from 409 million dollars in the 
week of Pearl Harbor to 690 mil- 
lions dollars per week. 

This month the war will cost 
three billion dollars. In June, he 
said, it will cost three and a half 
billion dollars, and by September, 
monthly costs will be about five 
billion dollars per month “and still 
going up.” 

Considering non-war expendi- 
tures and other factors, Smith said 
that existing tax laws would fall 
short of financing the treasury in 
the next fiscal year by $56,223,000,- 
000. He explained that the figures 
he announced today were prepared 
at the request of the House Ways 
and Means Committee which is 
studying the Treasury’s request 
for $7,600,000,000 of additional 
taxes. 

Smith, indicating the impact of 
the heavy war spending on civilian 
life, said that while the national 
income next year will reach a new 
high of about 120 billion dollars, 
“with such all-out war effort, only 
about 50 billion dollars of national 
income will remain for civiliam use. 
“This sum will provide more of 
the necessities of life than during 
the depression, but less than the 
last year,” he said. 

Smith said that while his esti- 
mates had no connection with the 
anti-inflation program expected to 
be submitted to Congress Monday, 
the figures indicated “that the in- 
flation problem is greater than we 
ever thought it was.” He explained

LONDON, April 24 (AP). — An 
“overmastering concentration” of 
Royal Air Force bombers loosing

Bomber Apparently on 
Way to China Comes 
Down in Maritime Prov- 
ince—Soviets Act Under 
International Law.

KUIBYSHEV, April 24 (AP).— 
Russia announced today that «@ 
United States bomber which raided 
Japan last Saturday and then lost 
its way has been interned with its 
crew in the Russian Maritime 
Province, which borders on the Sea 
of Japan. 

It appeared the incident might 
provide a test of the year-old Jap- 
anese-Russian neutrality pact. 
United States Embassy officials 
here said Ambassador Admiral Wil- 
liam H. Standley had asked Wash- 
ington for instructions. 


The plane was said to have care 
ried five men, one a captain. The 
short dispatch announcing the in- 
ternment said the airmen, “losing 
orientation, committed a forced 
landing on Soviet territory.” Loss 
of “orientation” was taken. to mean 
that the plane was trying to make 
a landing in Chiha. ~

The only official account yet 
made public was circulated by Tass, 
official Soviet news agency, undér 
the caption: “Forced landing of 
American plane in Maritime Prove 
ince.”

“KHABAROVSK, April 22. — On 
April 18 on the territory of the 
Maritime Province there landed an 
American warplane. As stated by 
the plane crew, the latter partici- 
pated on the same day in a raid by 
the American air force on the Jap- 
anese islands and, losing orienta- 
tion, committed a forced landing 
on Soviet territory.

KUIBYSHEY, April 24 (AP).— 
Red Star, newspaper of the Soviet 
Army, said today Russian forces 
had captured “the Golden Range,”

10 PCT. OF WAGES 
FOR BONDS URGED 


Treasury Head Opens 
Drive for 50,000,000 
Americans Who Will In- 


vest Tenth of Income. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP). 
—Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthuu last night launched a cam- 
paign to get 50,000,000 Americans 


to invest at least 10 per cent of 
their income every month in War 
Bonds. 

Morgenthau participated in a ra- 
dio program over the Blue net- 
work in which the campaign was 
indorsed by Lieut. Com. Edward 
H. O’Hare, Naval pilot who won 
the Congressional medal of honor 
for shooting down six Japanese 
planes, and leaders of labor, ag- 
riculture and business. 

Morgenthau said, “You and I, as 
civilians, are just as deeply in- 
volved in this war as Lieut. Com. 
O’Hare when he fought those Japa- 
nese bombers. 

“It is now high time for us ci- 
vilians, as individuals, to make 
our own declaration of war against 
the enemy—to fight, to work, to 
save with all our heart and soul... 

“All of us who get a regular in- 
come should set aside at least 10 
per cent of it every pay day for 
war savings bonds, and those who 
have been earning especially high 
pay in the war industries are going 
to ‘set aside even more. We have 
got to enlist an army of 50,000,000 
war bond buyers.” 

At the same time, the Treasury 
made public quotas which each 
state and territory is expected to 
fill in order to boost bond sales to 
$600,000,000 in May, compared with 
a monthly average of $437,951,243 
in the period from July, 1941, to 
January, 1942, inclusive. The Treas- 
ury will raise the quotas to $800,- 
000,000 in June, and to $1,000,000,- 
000 in July. 

Many administration advisers 
have recommended a compulsory 
system of bond purchases, and the 
Treasury designed this campaign 
in an effort to prove the compul- 
sory method unnecessary. 

The Treasury said each state’s 
quota was based on the proportion 
of the national total of bond sales 
which it ‘contributed during the 
July to January period. Among 
the states, May quotas rangec 
from $580,600 for Nevada to $125,- 
000,000 for New. York. ‘4 

Missouri's May quota was fixed 
at $17,075,100. Its monthly average 
from July, 1941, to January, 1942, 
was $12,496,947. The May quota 
for Illinois. is $49,300,200. The Illi- 
nois average has been $36,091,571. 

After a brief description of the 
engagement for. which he was dec- 
orated, Lieut.

Study Killer’s Heart

at Jefferson City. 

The Negro was Ernest Tyler of 
Kansas “eee who went to his 
death c ng spirituals, inter- 
spersed with bits from the ballad 
of “Frankie and Johnny.” Over 
Tyler’s heart, with his consent, 
was taped a sensitive microphone; 
on an-ankle was strapped an elec- 
trode. _ ew 

From the microphone and elec- 
‘trode, through tiny holes drilled 
especially in the chamber’s steel 
walls, ran wires that terminated at 
two instruments. One was an elec- 
tro-cardiagram; the other, the only 


vibrocardiagram in the world. 
Hovering over the vibrocardia- 


gram were the two men. who have 
spent five years in perfecting it. 
They are Dr. William B. Kountz 
and Dr. Sydney Wright of Wash- 
ington University Medical School. 
An electrical engineer, who built 
it, was present also. 

The difference between the two 
instruments, as explained by Dr. 
Kountz, is this: The electrocardia- 
gram was designed to measure va- 
riations in heart impulses, while 
tthe vibrocardiagram was developed 
to record the muscular weaknesses 
of.a diseased or failing heart. 

Under gas influence, Dr. Kountz 
went on, Tyler’s heart developed in 
a few minutes a muscular weak- 
ness that, under normal] conditions, 
might have developed slowly over 
many years. To determine how 
quickly the vibrocardiagram would 
detect such weakness was the pur- 
pose of the test. 

While Dr. Kountz said he could 
not make public his findings until 
a professional convention in Atlan- 
tic City next June, he was busy 
today in his St. Louis laboratory, 
developing the 75-foot strip of film 
on which Tyler’s failing heart vi- 
brations are recorded. : 

Although Tyler did not under- 
stand the scientific implications of 
the test, he was quite willing to 
submit to it when Dr. Kountz told 
him it might eventually save some- 
one from dying of heart disease. 
Prison officials and the Attorney 
General's department also gave au- 
thorization. 

Shortly after midnight, the 200- 
pound Tyler, a black band over his 
eyes, was led into the death cham- 
ber by two guards. If he was 
afraid, his features did not betray 
it. He was strapped-«in one of the 
chamber’s two metal chairs. 

“Boys, please take off my shoes,” 
said Tyler. Swiftly, as the doctors 
adjusted the electrode and the

tires should be driven at less than 
40 miles an hour. Drivers should 
be careful to avoid fast starts and 
‘quick stops, he cautioned. 

Meanwhile, ‘Senator Herring 
(Dem.), Iowa, said in an inter- 
view that “it is difficult for me to 
understand why the War Depart- 
ment needs 600,000 or 700,000 tons 
of rubber next year ‘when they’re 
running all over the earth now on 
not more than 200,000 tons.” 

The Iowan, who spent 30 years in 
the atitomobile business, said he 
was very optimistic of an improve- 
ment in the civilian rubber supply 
within a year. He said he had 
been informed that other United 
Nations depended on the United 
States for their rubber, but “surely 


needs; they can get hold of some 
natural rubber or make some syn- 
thetic as we plan to do.” 

Bottle Cap Restrictions. 

The Government continued to 
announce new restrictions on 
civilian life, the latest being on 
manufacture of bottle caps for beer 
and other beverages, This an- 
nouncement came from the War 
Production Board. 

Production of tin caps is prohib- 
ited after May 1. Until then, WPB 
directed, manufacturers may make 
deliveries equivalent to only 20 per 
cent of the caps used or resold by 
their customers last year. 

Officials said the order was de- 
signed to prevent excessive pro- 
duction of caps by companies hav- 
ing large inventories of cork. Un- 
der original curtailment orders, 
manufacturers were allowed to 
produce ops to the extent that cork 
was available. 

Previously restrictions had been 
announced on local and long dis- 
tance truck deliveries, installation 
of new telephones and use of elas- 
tic in corsets an dgirdles. Also 
prices were fixed on china, pottery 
and many cotton products. 


A summary: 

TRUCKS—Effective May 15 local 
carriers, including stores, can 
make no special (one-call-to-a-trip) 
deliveries except to hospitals and 
the armed services and can make 
no “call-backs” or repeated at- 
tempts to deliver goods to the 
game person on the same day. In 
addition, local carriers must re- 
duce their other mileage by 25 
per cent as compared with cor- 
responding months last year. In 
the inter-city trucking industry, all 
trucks must be loaded to capacity

Secretary Replies to Senate 
Subcommittee — Calls 
Bunker’s Charge 
and Misleading.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP).— 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones 
declared yesterday that Senate De- 
fense Subcommittee criticism of a 
contract between Defense Plant 
Corporation and Basic Magnesium, 
Inc., for construction of a mag- 
nesium plant at Las Vegas, Nev., 
was “without foundation.” 

Jones also asserted that ‘the 
very serious charge of malfeasance 
against officials of DPC” on «he 
floor of the Senate by Senator 
Bunker (Dem.), Nevada, was “com- 
pletely refuted by the facts” and 
was “false and misleading” as wel! 
as “unworthy of a United States 
Senator.” Defense Plant Corpora- 
tion is a division of Reconstructio. 
Finance Corporation. As loan ad- 
ministrator, Jones has supervision 
of both Government agencies. 

“We do not object to honest or 
fair criticism,” Jones declared, hut 
unwarranted charges tend to dis- 
credit honest officials and destroy 
confidence in our Government at 
the most crucial period of its ex- 
istence.” 

Jones’ reply to the subcomm(‘ttee 
and Bunker was filed for the de- 
fense committee record by Chair- 
man Truman (Dem.), Missouri. 

“I, of course, agree,” Jones said, 
“with that part of the subcommit- 
tee’s report which states that Gov- 
ernment plants should be built as 
economically as possible. This is a 
Government plant, and is being 
built as economically as possible.” 

As to Fees for “Know-How.” 

Replying to the subcommittee’s 
charges that the Defense Plant 
Corporation was paying “tremen- 
doug fees for ‘know-how,’” Jones 
gaid fees paid to the 10 contract- 
ing and engineering firms “aggre- 
gate less than 2 per cent of the 
total cost of the plant,” $73,- 
500,000. 

He termed “a low fee” the $560,- 
000 a year which the subcommittee 
charged the Defense Piant Cor- 
poration agreed to pay Basic Mag- 


nesium, Inc., for the operation of a 


the plant. 

Replying to the allegation that 
_ ‘miserable progress” was being 
‘ made on construction, he said that 
Lieut. Gen. William 8S. Knudsen 
personally inspected the plant April 
12 and reported the prepara- 
tion plants 60 per cent finished, the 
settling basin 60 per cent complete 
and the first reduction unit 40 per 
cent complete. He said 6800 men 
were employed in construction.

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP).— 
The Government now employs 
about twice as many civilians as 
at the peak reached in the last 
war, the Civil Service Commission 
indicated today in announcing a 
total executive branch payroll of 
1,805,186 on Feb. 28. 

The high mark of 917,700 in the 
last war, reached on Nov. 11, 1918, 
was exceeded a few months after 
the fall of France. These totals 
do not include members of the 
armed forces or employes in the 
judiciary and legislative branches. 

Civilian employment increased 
102,087 in February, a new high in 


hiring war workers, The largest 
previous increase in 
in a single month was 
December, but that figure included 
60,000 temporary em- 
ployes. - “ae 

The War Department added 76,- 
420 positions in February, increas- 


as many as were on its rolls a 
year ago. The Navy hired 23,775 


of a year ago. ; 

‘The largest decreases in jobs in 
February were 3577 in the Post- 
office Department and 2034 in 
Agriculture. 

The month’s payroll totaled $262,- 
106,959, exclusive of the salaries of 
155,974 employes for whom figures 
were unavailable.

Nothing | 
left to us but a portion of our 
army. All the weapons gone. The 
cupboard was bare. Not even a 
rifle. 7 
Gung we tost in thousands, ve- 
hicles by the 50,000. Almost all 
our tanks and many airplanes. 
And remember, too, that many 
valuable and essential raw mate- 
rials were cyt off when our 
sources of supply fell under the 
power of Germany. Three-quarters 
of our imports of iron and steel, 
all the raw materials of our alumi- 
num output, most of our wood 
products, including newsprint raw 
materials. This vast disturbance 
made necessary the most bold and 
vigorous plans of reorganization. 
You can have no idea of the ex- 
pedients we were compelled to 
adopt at that time to make good 
these losses. 

Now this was a harsh misfor- 
tune. But just the same the loss 
of the raw materials was not fatal 
to us. For we diverted our de- 
mands to other sources of supply.

be used again, for we did not have 
another mount for him. By im- 
provisation, by invention, by every 
form of makeshift, we managed 
to keep the fighting front supplied 
with aircraft. Every human being 
worked all out. There was no 
need for clocks or other timekeep- 
ers during the Battle of Britain. . 

In the early spring of 1941, we 
went to the aid of the Greeks. 
And I do not hesitate to tell you 
that the British Prime Minister 
ordered this expedition in the full 
knowledge of the sacrifices it 
would entail. He made the de- 
cision because he believed no other 
course was possible. We were com- 
mitted to the Greeks, and we ful- 
filled our promise, 


We were defeated in Greece. 
Crete was a weary burden and cost 
us many valuable warships and 
transports too. Other events fol- 
lowed swiftly, and before the year 
was out the British Army had 
fought major engagements on 
seven separate fronts in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Two big years for Britain, 1940 
and ’41. Victory or defeat? Victory 
certainly. The German plan of 
campaign was destroyed. Hard 
fighting, brave deeds and vast 
powers of endurance was the rec- 
ord of the British Army in two 
years df battle. 


Then came the Japs. . They 
caught us unawares in Malaya, and 
Singapore. We have little to say 
in defense of our errors. We 
cannot explain our failures. We 
can only resolve to profit by our 
punishment and strive after high- 
er efficiency and greater resource 
in the days to come. 


Russia the Place 
To Battle Germans. 


But that is the story of the past. 
Now the day has come when in 
almost every quarter in Britain 
the cry goes up, “attack,” “attack 
in support of . Russia,” for the 
passion to set up a Western fight- 
ing front in aid of the Russians 
is deep in dhe hearts of all our 
people. 

We know that the Russians kill 
more Germans every day than all 
the Allies put together. We know 
they destroy more enemy tanks, 
bring down more enemy planes 
than any of us or all of us. Rus- 
sia is the fighting front. That is

bring the Germans to battle, 

Ever since a journey to Russia 
in October last I have been in 
favor of a second front. The Brit- 
ish and American supply missions 
at that time provided our ally 
with aircraft and tanks, and anti- 
aircraft guns, and with anti-tank 
guns. And some _ shortsighted 
people complained that we did 
wrong to put weapons in the hands 
of Communists,

The town was occupied before 
the fall of darkness because it was 
necessary to round up all Japanese 
as quickly as possible. A sardonic

States lacked even a consulate in 
this vital area and the British had 
a consulate with two men—Consul 
Ross and Assistant Clerk Whittak- 
er, who arranged air line bookings 
on the Quantas route between Sing- 
apore and Australia—the Japanese 
had no less than 10 men on their 
consular staff alone. Two were 
married and gave large parties at 
which Portuguese administrators 
and Army officers were frequent 
guests. 


Portuguese official presence at 
Japanese parties does not neces- 
sarily indicate complaisance with 
Japanese military ambitions, but 
it silhouettes more sharply the 
fact that the Dutch and British 
gave little attention to such affairs 
and the United States—the power 
now most greatly concerned—was 
without any representative whatso- 
ever.

Monsignor Edward J. Hickey, Chancellor of the De- 
troit Archdiocese. This said: “No priest of the 
diocese has asked or received permission to con- 
tribute to Social Justice and no priest has been 
authorized to associate himself in any capacity with 
its publication or circulation—or to the knowledge 
of this office has actually done so.” 

3. The full assumption of responsibility for Social 
Justice by Coughlin after the postal ban. The priest 
said: “I am neither the editor, publisher nor owner 
ot Social Justice Magazine. However, I do here and 
now publicly state, that I, Father Charles E. Cough- 
lin,“pastor of the Shrine of the Little Flower, alone 
am responsible for and do control the magazine, its 
policies and contents.” 

On this record, the Detroit priest has either defied 
his superior authority in the Catholic church or de- 
ceived it.

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MADAGASCAR’S IMPORTANCE. 

Madagascar is one of fhose backward parts of the 
world which suddenly has became important because 
of the global nature of the war. A veritable reign of 
terror has been started there, according to reports 
received yesterday, by representatives of Vichy who 
are rounding up adherents of Gen. de Gaulle’s Free 
French movement. 

The presence of such “rebels” no doubt alarms 
Laval because of the role they might play in the is- 
land’s possible seizure by the anti-Axis forces, not 
to mention the difficulties they might put in the way 
of its utilization by the Japanese. 


In their battle for India, the Japs seem to have | 


adopted Nazi panzer tactics. Instead of including 
only the arduous land route across Burma in their 
strategy, they are also attempting to dominate this 
sub-continent from the sea.- Already, they seem to 
have a degree of control over the Bay of Bengal— 
a direct threat to Madras, Calcutta ahd the iron 
and steel industry of the Ganges Valley. 

They have been blasting away at Ceylon. If they 
succeed there, they may use the island as the pivot 
for swinging their war into the Arabian Sea, the 
western half of the Indian Ocean. Such a strategy 
would not only complete the “blockade” of India, but 
it would be a threat to the Persian Gulf route to 
Russia, to Aden, the Red Sea and Suez. It would 
bring into the realm of possibility that much-dis- 
cussed juncture with Nazi forces in the Near East. 

Embarked on such a grandiose venture, the Jap 
lines of communication and supply would be in 
danger from several quarters, including Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s flying fields. But none of these holds the 
geographic possibilities of Madagascar. 

It could be supplied’ by the Allies with relative 
ease, In Jap hands, it would cover the flank of 
@ staggering advance. In Allied hands, it would be 
a terrible thorn in their sides, and might become the 
base from which the invasion of the Indian Ocean 
could be rolled back.

“The most intelligent use of newspaper 
space can be made through paid advertising 
by the Governthent, prepared by the adver- 
tising agencies of this country that know 
how to do the job.” . 

. In other words, fire the Government press 


agents; hire advertising agencies “in their | 


place, pay the newspapers to print the new 
Government handouts—and then go on pub- 
lishing a free, unsubsidized press. | : 
For Mr. Hoy tries to make himself be- 
lieve that such a press would still be free. 
“The newspapers,” he said in his next sen- 
tence, “do not want any subsidy from their 
Government. The free press is not for sale.” 
By like reasoning, black is white, the 


earth has square corners and the devil 
shampoos his bald head with holy water. 

Whatever may be said about Government 
press releases—be they true or false, wise or 
silly, few or many—newspapers ‘can take 
them or leave them. 

Whenever a publisher asks for paid Gov- 
ernment advertising in place of free news, 
he is offering to sell himself into bondage. 
He is proposing to kill the free American 
press and put a kept press like that of 
France in place of it. And he is doing it on 
his own initiative. 

What can be the'state of his soul that he 
makes such a proposal? 

Or of the souls of his fellow-craftsmen, 
for this does not apply to Mr. Hoy alone. 
It applies also to the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors, which, through lack of 
nerve'or ethical paralysis, refused to adopt 
a resolution denouncing the proposal of 
Government payments to newspapers. ° 

The Government is not selling soap. When 
it gives~out news, it is reporting to the 
people under the strain of that eternal clash 
between duty and politics which we call 
democracy—-with the press, in theory. at 
least,,as the most important deterrent to 
corruption. © . 

What a collapse there will be when the 
deterring agent becomes the paid and eager 
instrument of corruption!

And Doctors Have No Time 
for Chin-Stroking ing, Dr. 
Basil MacLean Says. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 24 
(AP).—The fellow who enjoys ill 
health, pretty nurses and sympa- 
thetic physicians is out of luck— 
at least until this war is over. 

“Hospitals ‘won’t have time to 


bother with him,” Dr. Basil C. 
MacLean, president of the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association, told a 
meeting of the Midwest Hospital 
Association yesterday. 

“The bedside frills are fading. 
There’s going to be less hand-hold- 
ing by nurses, fess professional 
chin-stroking by doctors. Luxury 
patients on a full diet aren’t going 
to be asked between meals if they 
want something. from the soda 
fountain,” he added. 

The war is stripping hospitals of 
these fads and furbelows, Dr. Mac- 
Lean explained. Uncle Sam is 
calling the doctors. Nurses are on 
the job from Iceland to the South 
Pacific. Orderlies and janitors 
are turning into soldiers and sail- 
ors. 

“Yet the hospitals are going to 
give more honest-to-goodness sick 
care than ever before,” he con- 
cluded. 


Wholesale Price Index Rises. 

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP). 
—The Labor Department’s whole- 
sale price index rose 0.2 of 1 per 
cént last week, and the increase 


was attributed largely to sharp 
seasonal advances in fruit and 
vegetable prices, together with 
higher prices for meats. The in- 
dex stood at 98.3 per cent of the 
1926 average and was more than 
1 ptr cent higher than at the cor- 
responding time Jast month. In 
the last yea‘ rti has risen’ more 
than 18 per cent.

The Royal Air Force and other 
services have destroyed over 10,- 
000 Axis planes for the loss of 
under half that number of our own.

The national output of food and 
the general mobilization of man 
—*— gives every Briton the right 
to stand re his neighbors with 
quiet confidence in work well done. 
Our ploughmen have turned up 
six million acres that were not un- 
der cultivation before the war, Our 
dairymen have kept up the milk 
yield from their farms. And our 
stockmenfhave sustained the pre- 
war herds of beasts and sheep. 

There are 33 million people in 


Great Britain between the ages of 


14 and 64. Twenty million have 
been mobilized for:the forces and 
for vital war work. Women, un- 
less they have young children, are 
conscripted for industry up to the 
age of 41. Unmarried women un- 
der 30 may be called up for the 
services. There are already three 
times as many women in muni- 
tions as there were in 1918. Twen- 
ty-five thousand women have 
joined the women’s land army.

’ Britain has arisen at every. call 
to all emergencies. In 1940, the 
need was for aircraft. And Brit- 
ain ‘made good. In 1941, it was 
for tanks. And Britain made good 
with interest. Now in 1942, it 
for shipbuilding. 

We should be able to double our 
output of ships this year. And cer- 
tainly nothing short of such an in- 
crease will satisfy the British pub- 
lic, 
Seaborne traffic is now the bot} 
tleneck. And the need for more 
ships is greater far than any other 
requirement, 

But don’t be misled, Just as the 
shortage in tanks; just as the 
crisis today is shortage of ships, 
so there is still to be faced a final 
trial, a last test—the shortage of 

raw materials which followed the 
Japanese conquests. 

' The Japs have already seized our 


|gources of supply in the Far East. 


Now India is threatened and with 
it the supply routes through the 
Indian Ocean, Oil and tin and rub-

| the rest of the world to their will. 


And unless we can protect these 
raw materials and restore our lost 
treasures then the struggle for vict- 
tory becomes a struggle for sur- 
vival. 

Alternative sources of supply 
must be developed forthwith. And 
something more must be done, in 
Britain and elsewhere. We must 
look to the programs of substitutes 
for the raw materials lost to us. 
The heaviest burdens must rest on 
your shoulders. 


Jesse Jones’ Plans 
For Synthetic Rubber. 


You have seen, for instance, the 
programs of Mr. Jesse Jones for 
the manufacture of synthetic rub- 
ber. These projects involve a dis- 
position of labor and plant which 
interferes directly with the produc- 
tion of munitions of war, and in a 
very big way. 

But these plans must be pushed 


¢ forward. And other programs of 


a similar nature must be — 
here and in Britain. . 


Here let me say that I do os 
know how much crude rubber 
there is in this country today, But 
this I do know: that there would 
have been a great deal less if it 
had not been for Jesse Jones, 


Whatever may be the stockpile 
now, it is a monument to the per- 
sistence, tenacity and determina- 
tion of Jesse Jones, who scooped 
up every available ton of crude 
rubber in the Far East. So far 
as my knowledge goes there -was 
no rubber left when the crash 
came in any of the ports which ‘the 
Japanese now occupy. Jesse got it. 

We stood aside at the request of 
Mr. Jones. We cleared out of the 
market to make way for him. This 
was something new, but it is easy 
for us to make concessions to 
America. 

For we owe the United States 
a deep debt of gratitude. We have 
relied on you greatly and we have 
not been disappointed. You have 
been generous in our times of dif- 
ficulty. You have been sypma- 
thetic when we were greatly trou- 
bled. You helped us over the hill. 

Of course, I know there is criti- 
cism of us and our public men. 
There is nothing new On that ac- 
count. Besides, public men should 
be subjected to criticism. I have 
drunk deeply of the hemlock cup 
myself on occasion. Nor do I 
complain of a system that finds 
fault and sometimes affixes blame. 

But in war we must praise our 
leaders, too. We must give them 
our faith. We must tell them that 
Britons and Americans love those 
wha give themselves to their coun- 
try. And we must assure them 
that we do not believe they fail us. 


Fall of Churchill 
Called Impossible. 


Of our own great leader, Mr. 
Churchill, I read in all the news- 
papers and I am told here and 
there, wherever I go, that he will 
fall before the summer is out. 
You must help me to kill that 
bad rumor. Such a disaster we 
cannot contemplate in Great Brit- 


ain. 
We owe the British Prime Min- 


ister so much. We are grateful to 
him for all that he has done in the 
past. And, of course, we can pay 
him off in coins of gratitude. 
-But in truth we are not capable 
of such folly. For it is his serv- 
ice in days to come that we count 
on. 

This man has a heart steeled 
against all disappointments, proof 
against all setbacks and disasters. 
He has the greatness that is born 
of the spirit. He burns with the 
flame of passionate conviction. 

He makes mistakes—and profits 
from the errors he commits. He 
achieves successes—and cares little 
for the public praise that follows. 

He has an intel!cct keen and re-, 
ceptive, a will strong and unbend- 
ing. And all his great qualities 
of heart and mind are geared. to 
one purpose, set towards one goal 
—the defeat of our enemies, the 
punishment of the evil men who

He thinks and acts for nothing 
else. No thought of compromise 
ever enters into his head, even in 
the darkest hours. He is the great 
crusader of modern times. 
shall the sword sleep in his hand.” 

Churchill is the embodiment of 
the spirit of Britain today. And 
if we deny him we deny our very 
selves. Dogged, grim, undaunted, 
he summong hig people to fresh 
efforts, to® renewed resolutions. 
And, make no mistake about it, 
they will answer the summons in 
the mood in which he makes it. 

We give our confidence to 
Churchill. We place our faith in 
him. The hour is dark, the way 
is long.. Peace may be far off.

tion that victory awaits us at the 
end of our journey.

Boehm recently gave a compre- 
hensive statement to the SEC con- 
cerning many phases of the slush 
fund case, which is still unfinished 
business for the SEC. Unless 
granted probation Boehm is ex- 
pected to begin his prison term 
about May 4.

The Allied forces also bought a 
Chinese schooner to take wire- 
less, motors and other supplies 
from Dilli to Dutch Atapoepoe be- 
cause the activity of: the Japanese 
fighters made mule pack trans- 
port by road unfeasible.

HOUGHT is a force, and it is 
T a vital influence on the growth 

of children, affecting their at- 
titudes, their characters and their 
general health. When a mother 
or teacher speaks to a child, he 
hears the words they say, but he 
thought behind those 
words. It is the feeling that 
reaches him, not thé words, 

We cannot deceive children. We 
cannot hide our thoughts from 
them, They know what we think 
sometimes before we realize it our- 
selves, and they act accordingly. 
A teacher must like the child she 
teaches or understand that she 
cannot teach him.

That child learns no 
more from that teacher. 

Teaching, no matter who does 


4it, no matter where it is done, is 


nothing more than a flow of feel- 
ing between teacher and child. If 
that feeling is kindly, it will flow 
freely between mind and mind. 
The message is sent and received, 
both ends working smoothly. Dis- 
like breaks the circuit; impatience 
will block it; anger will close it.

Then don’t speak when your 
mind is filled with anger or im- 
patience or dislike. Get out of the 
child’s way until you can rid your- 
aelf of all bitterness toward him, 
until you can feel the warmth of 
affection and sympathy filling 
your heart, until you, like him. 
Then you can speak and know you 
will be heard. 


Children ask very little of us. 
They are happy with the simplest 
food, the simplest clothes and the 
barest of homes if they have af- 
fection. They will work miracles 
of growth under the influence of 
a mind that is full of love and 
hope and faith for their best good. 
They will shrivel and fade and 
fail under the influence of dislike, 
or fear. 

We want to give them courage, 
hope and faith.

One: tie the asparagus 
into bunches and stand the bunch- 
es upright in the boiling water for 
half the* cooking time; then turn 
them over on their sides to finish 
cooking. Thus the bottoms of the 
stalks cook twice as long as the 
tips and are sure to be done. Two: 
Cut the aspdragus into one-inch 
lengths, separating stem - end 
pieces from tips, and drop the 
stem ends into boiling water to, 
cook at least 10 minutes before 
the tips are put in. Asparagus 
cooked this way does not look so 
handsome, but tastes every bit as 
good as when the stalks are 
cooked whole.

Beef 


One and one-half pounds fresh 
asparagus, three tablespoons but- 
ter, three tablespoons flour, aspar- 
agus cooking liquid, two ounces 
chipped beef, four slices enriched 
bread, toasted. 

Thoroughly wash asparagus cut- 
ting off any tough ends. Cook un- 
covered, in just enough boiling 
salted water to cover, until just 


tender or about 20 minutes. Drain, . 


saving cooking water. Melt but- 
ter, blend in flour, measure as- 
paragus cooking liquid, and add 
evaporated milk if necessary to 
mdke one and one-half cups 
liquid. Add liquid to butter-flour 
mixture, stirring constantly while 
heating until sauce boils and 
thickens. Add chipped beef cut 
or torn into small pieces, and heat. 
Add salt to sauce if necessary;: 
this will depend on saltiness of 
chipped beef. Serve hot asapar- 
gus on hot toast and pour chipped 
beef sauce over all, Four servings.

PAUL LUKAS IN ACTION ‘ON 
THE STAGE—"SHAME ON US. 
THOUSANDS OF YEARS AND WE

DETROIT, April 23. 


y ITH an i11-months’ run in 
Wrew York and a two-months’ 

road tour in “Watch on the 
Rhine” behind him, Paul Lukas, 
who plays the role of the gentle 
German in Lillian Hellman’s anti- 
Fascist drama, is a bit worried 
these ‘days that he might not be 
giving his audience the most for 
their money. 

“A run of more than a year is 
not theater,” he laughs. “It’s an 
industry. I say now that I am in 
the ‘Watch on the Rhine’ busi- 
ness. And believe me, it’s big 
business. Like striking oil.” 

To give him a little relaxa- 


tion and to guard against letting 


down in his performance of the 
role of Kurt Mueller in “Watch on 
the Rhine,” which opens Monday 
night at the American Theater in 
St. Louis, Lukas has taken to 
playing the part a little different- 
ly each night. 

“No fundamental changes, you 
understand,” he explains. “Just 
different accenting. I change my 
role according to my mood and 
find it breaks the monotony. For 
instance, in the scene where I kill 
the blackmailing Brancovis, I have 
a line: ‘I’ve stopped a man’s 
life.” Some nights I say it very 
loud. - Other nights I say it very 
quietly. But the effect is the 
same. And my relaxation comes 
in varying the methods by which 
I arrive at the desired effect.” 

When Lukas went into “Watch 
on the Rhine” more than a year 
ago he had no idea that, as he 
says, he was going into an indus- 
try. And that industry is ‘continu- 
ing to grow. Six or seven months 


of fall bookings have now been. 


added to the play’s phenomenal 
run. During the summer, in the 
months between the time the play 
closes in Chicago in June and re- 
opens to resume its fall run, Lukas 
will probably do his same role. in 
a movie version of the play to be 
made by Warner Brothers. 


As deeply anti-Fascist in private 
life as he is in his role in the play, 
Lukas. this past week has been in 
what amounts practically to a 
dither over the Detroit incident in 
which a German restaurant owner 
helped a Nazi flyer, escaped from 
a Canadian concentration camp, 
elude FBI men in Detroit.

sympathizers in this country to try 
to get away with the same thing.” 

Lukas, who was born in Buda- 
pest, came to this country years 
ago because he had heard of the 
wonders of America and of Holly- 
wood. Both America and Holly- 
wood treated him well. In Holly- 
wood he has been in constant de- 
mand in the movies. Now an 
American citizen, nothing could 
persuade him to return to Europe. 

Sometimes called the “Hungar- 
ian John Bafrymore,” Lukas was 
famous in Europe long before he 
came to this country. He spent 10 


years in the National Theater in 


Budapest. 

“And,” he says, “in those 10 
years, I played more different 
roles than any living American ac- 
tor has done in his whole life- 
time.” 

A National Theater here in Amer- 
ica is one of Lukas’ pet subjects. 
He has his own ideas on how such 
a theater might be brought into 
being. We would have a board of 
directors—men and women fa- 
miliar with the stage—who would 
select old plays and read new 
plays. Then he would organize a 
company of about 30 good actors 
and actresses. These actors and 
actresses could not hope for sal- 
aries such as are paid to such stars 
as Helen Hayes, Gertrude Law- 
rence or other luminaries of the 
legitimate stage, but Lukas thinks 
that actors and actresses would be 
willing to take sharp pay cuts pro- 
vided a fair salary were guaran- 


, teed by the year. 


“T, for one,” he explains, “would 
be willing to take a many times

smaller salary, provided it was paid 
by the year and gave m¢@ an op- 
portunity to appear in lly ex- 
cellent parts. You see actors and 
actresses now have to get big sal- 
aries to provide for the periods 
they don’t work.” 

In the National Theater in Buda- 
pest actors and actresses worked 
for life and were given pensions 
to provide for their declining years, 
which made even great players 
satisfied with much less money 
than they could get in private pro- 
ductions. To prove the success of 
a theater operated along such lines, 
Lukas. points out that besides the 
National Theater there were three 
private theaters run along the 
same lines. 


Lukas, admitted by the critics to 
be a much greater actor than his 
movie roles have demonstrated, de- 
fines great acting simply as “the 
att of make believe.” 

“IT don’t cave,” he says, “how an 
actor does it, what technique he 
uses. Whether he lives the part 
or has the technique down so fine 
that all he has to do is press a set 
of emotional buttons, or whether 
he is mentally figuring out his in- 
come tax while he is breaking my 
heart, ‘as long as he makes me be- 
lieve and doesn’t .show me the 
mechanism he employs, he’s a 
great actor to me.

Actually, the best contract for 
North-South was five clubs, but this 
would have been difficult to reach 
by logical methods. Surely, South’s 
two spade. bid was correct, and 
when this reached North, the latter 
could not be expected to assume 
that South was bidding on a four 
card suit. The five hogor tricks 
in the North hand, and lack of a 
heart stopper, made his jump to 
game in spades the most attrac- 
tive action. 

West opened the heart king 
and continued with the ace. South 
saw that he could not afford to 
discard on this trick because he 
would surely have to lose a dia- 


e mond and aclub. Hence, although 


he was eager to preserve his trump 
length, he had to ruff. Now things 
did not look so good. It would be 
necessary to clear the club suit, 
and the opponents probably would 
lead another heart, forcing South 
again, and reducing him to two 
trumps. In sight were only eight 
top tricks, with the ninth pos- 
sibly to be gained from a 3-2 club 
break. The tenth trick could not 
be obtained through ruffing South’s 
fourth diamond with the trump 
ace because, if that plan were 
used, both dummy and South would 
be down to two trumps and the 
defenders would have at least one 
trump trick, 

There was one possible ray of 
hope, and declarer promptly seized 
upon it. After ruffing the second 
heart, he led three rounds of clubs. 
West took the third and continued 
with hearts, South again ruffing. 
Now declarer had to stake every- 
thing on finding a 33 break of 
trumps. He cashed the king and 
queen, then entered dummy with a 
diamond, and led the trump ace. 
To his great satisfaction, both op- 
ponents followed. This bit of luck 
permitted the declarer to cash the 
established fourth club for the ful- 
filling trick.

Popular injunction for “Take my 
place,” or “Keep an eye on things 
while I'm away,” it was in a 
desperate battle of the 
Civil War that this colloquialism 
was set rolling on its way down 
the years of posterity.
